Sri J. V. Narasinga Rao ; (a) Unfortunately, the My- 
sore Government, have so far, not agreed to the provision 
of irrigation to areas in those two taluks from Tungabhadra 
Project as visualised by the former Hyderabad Govern- 
ment At the last Inter-State Conference held at Hyderabad 
in November, 1959 it was decided that this matter be fur- 
ther discussed between the Ministers in charge of Irriga- 
tion and Power of the two States and that the Union Minis- 
ter for Irrigation and Power be invited b.y the two Ministers 
to be present at their discussion and assist them in reach- 
ing an agreement.
